Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December  1959* 

It  is  heartening  to  note  that  the  Registrar  General  estimated  that  there 
had  been  an  increase  of  80  in  the  population  during  the  year  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  trend  will  continue  in  the  future. 

Live  Births  were  four  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  of  these  the 
illegitimate  births  were  reduced  from  ]J.  to  3*  Still  births  were  also  down 
from  3 to  1,  There  was  however  an  increase  of  2 in  the  infant  mortality 
rate  (under  1 year)  and  of  these  4 occurred  at  under  1 week. 

There  were  15  fewer  deaths  than  in  the  previous  year  and  of  these  the 
majority  were  caused  by  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  in 
this  category  the  number  of  deaths  from  Coronary  disease  showed  a dramatic 
fall  from  nineteen  to  seven. 

Cancer  deaths  wore  two  fewer  than  in  1958  (Cancer,  lung  increased  by  2 
and  Cancer,  Stomach  decreased  by  2) 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  and  the  noti- 
fications of  Pulmonary  disease  remained  steady  at  9,  mostly  in  the  higher 
ago  groups.  Once  again  there  wore  no  notifications  of  Non  Pulmonary  disease. 

Notifications  of  infections  diseases  fell  from  78  to  38,  There  was 
a small  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  of  a very  mild  nature  during  the  year  and 
two  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified. 

No  cases  of  food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,

Rivers  and  Streams; 


There  are  no  industries  in  the  district  to  pollute  the  rivers  and  streams 
but  there  are  some  careless  jjidividuals  who  insist  on  throwing  tins  and  refuse 
into  the  streams.  Warning  notices  are  posted  in  some  localities  to  cease  this 
undesirable  custom  but  it  is  difficult  to  achieve,  positive  results. 

Refuse  Collection; 

The  Council  have  provided  a satisfactory  covered  lorry,  the  necessary 
staff  and  a number  of  refuse  disposal  sites  and  undertakes  by  direct  labour 
the  scavenging  of  the  scattered  built-up  villages  and  houses  en  route  throughout 
the  14  parishes,  which  involves  approximately  36O  miles  per  week.  The  scheme 
has  now  been  extended  to  include  the  Parish  of  Pennal.  Twice  weekly  collections 
are  made  in  the  Corris,  and  Llanegryn  areas.
